when in their judgment such cuts, illustrations 
or drawings are necessary or desirable to explain 
or make intelligent the printed matter thereof; 
provided, that in no case shall a sum exceeding 
five hundred dollars be expended for this purpose 
in any one year. 

Appropriation. SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated out of 
any money in the state treasury not otherwise 
appropriated a sum sufficient to carry out the 
purposes of this act. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
